I mman W rites I hose I setters." 
Mr. Daniels presents a long and labored list of aped 
ogies and justifications, whit Ii t inge all the way from the 
assertion that W oodrow Wilson also wrote some blunt let­ 
ters (Intl no one ever accused President W ilson of a single 
phrase unworthy of a gentleman) to the following sen­ 
tence iii the final paragraph; 
'(jive 'em hell, I larry,’ was one certain 
inundate I mm.i i i got from the |reople.’’ 
I Ins latter statement is, of course, merely Mr. Dan­ 
iels unsupported opinion in the matter. The fact is that 
substantially ball of the voters who beard Mr. I rumau’s 
abusive language i i i the' 1948 campaign stayed away from 
the polls on election day; Mr. Truman got about one- 
fourth of the eligible vote, and he received somewhat lc^ss 
than the* total number of votes cast against him.

hardly sounds like a "mandate" for rough language or for 
anything else. 
Appearing conc urrently with the Daniels article is 
a series of three editorials by Arthur Krock, stellar politi­ 
cal writer of the New York Times.

Hie fact of the matter appears to be however, that 
Mr. Krock in bis articles is punctilious in refraining from 
himself vouching for the facts, and in every detail care­ 
fully credits the information to the observations of per­ 
sons other than himself. 

Mr. I ruman’s visitors find him still 
free of any tendency towards defeatism and 
intensely concerned with a wide lunge of inter­ 
ests — historic, present and future. Persons 
who called on the President recently in his 
library said today that they were astonished at 
this diversity of subjects, etc." 
I hereupon it is detailed that Mr. Truman had been

It is, |ierliaps, unkind to say that all ibis sounds far cfi 
more like fiction than fact, It is the sort of legend which 
is apt to grow up around human figures in whom are cen­ 
tered terrifically great |Rjwers. A thousand such fancies 
have been lielicved, for example, about Napoleon— witli 
precious little to support diem. O r |>erliapH it is more 
fitting to tin- season to compare these new legends with 
tin* stories ("Id al milt Washington's clin ty tree, or the 
dollar he is suppose I to have thrown across the Potomac.

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Infant Needs a Good Start

INFANTS have a right to live 
end grow up. Breast feeding, as 
a rule, helps guarantee this 
right. Common sense and medi­ 
cal science don't deny the baby 
its birthright to breast feeding. 
The frailties of human nature do. 
tor about half the babes of the 
United States. The physical lack 
of natural food supply denies 
this birthright to about another 
quarter of our infants. 
So 
concludes 
Mrs. 
Gladys 
Denny Schultz after summarizing 
and examining a number of the 
published studies on this subject. 
Study By Doctors 
There’s the study by Doctors 
Grulee and Sanford, professors 
of pediatrics at the University 
of Illinois, of 20.061 babies from 
birth to nine months of age, who 
were under the care of the Chi­ 
cago Infant Welfare Society. Of 
these babies, 48Vfe% were totally 
breast-fed, 43% were partially 
breast-fed, and the rest artifi­ 
cially fed. During this period 
only 6.7% of the breast-fed and 
27.2% of the partially breast-fed 
infants died, while 66.1% of the 
artificially-fed ones died. The 
American Journal of Obstetrics 
and Gynecology reports that in 
a certain diarrhea epidemic 18 
out of 25 bottle babies died while 
there were no deaths among the 
8 entirely breast-fed or the 6 
partially breast-fed. Similar data 
have been reported from Eng­ 
land. 
Also, there are big psychologi­ 
cal factors in breast feeding, in 
the beginnings of feelings and 
expressions of affection. Snuggl­ 
ing the nursing infant against 
the mother's breast several times 
a day does something for culti­ 
vating tenderness and affection 
In the mother and feelings of 
security in the Infant. True, the 
mother can hold the baby close 
to her while it takes food from 


a bottle, but this hardly can be 
a so tender experience for her ot 
the infant. Besides, the bottle­ 
fed baby isn t nearly always held 
by her and soon may be held 
when taking food by nobody at 
all. 
Young Mothers 
Among the reasons given by 
young mothers for not wishing to 
nurse their babies are: suggested 
similarity to animal feeding, the 
myth of impairing the mother’s 
figure, and interference with her 
freedom. 
At the Grace-New Haven Hos­ 
pital, connected with the Yale 
University Obstetrical Hospital, 
the mother is indoctrinated in 
breast feeding, after she registers 
for the delivery of her baby there. 
Once the baby is born the whole 
staff conspire for its successful 
feeding at the mother's breast. 
No bottles are given in the nurs­ 
ery unless the doctor finds it ab­ 
solutely necessary. 
Whereas 
abandonment 
of 
breast-feeding took fastest hold 
in the recent past among the 
younger social set. there are a 
few communities, thanks to the 
leadership of certain pediatri­ 
cians, where breast-feeding is 
growing popular among mothers 
of the upper classes. When more 
of the socially elite guarantee 
to babies their birthright to 
breast-feeding, more babies in all 
social and economic levels will 
be breast-fed. Mobilization is go­ 
ing to emphasize increasing rea­ 
sons for breast-feeding of babies. 
Formulas suited to each infant 
require constant counsel of the 
physician. His services will be 
harder and harder to get as more 
doctors are called into the Armed 
Forces. Wise is the young mother 
soon to have a baby who plant 
to nurse it lf she can. (My bulla* 
tin “A Baby is Expected’’ may be 
had by sending a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope to me in care 
of this paper.)
